"It  may  seem  like  a  pirate  yarn. 
and  may  not  amount  to  much  «jB  an 
hiBtorlcal  contribution,"  said  Mlae 
Merrill  Lo  the  Telegram,  "but  the 
Btory  l«  all  true.  My  father  was 
.imonir  thoee  who  have  searched  for 
fhe  treasure  and  I  have  used  hla  notes 
in  thlB  account." 

The  first  BoUlement  of  Picton  wa» 
at  an  early  dale  about  1785.  The 
original  name  of  the  place  was  Hallo- 
well  Bridgre,  the  bridge,  a  rather  poor 
8iruc!ur«  of  logs  anfr  timber,  being 
built  across  the  stream  which  drained 
ihe  marsh  into  the  bay  at  its  head.. 
T'?e  village  which  grew  on  the  we«t 
side  of  the  bay,  waa  later  known  lim- 
ply as  Hallowell.  A  much  smaller 
village  gradually  formed  upon  the  east 
side,  and,  though  touching  Hallowell 
at  the  head  of  the  bay,  which  is  there 
very  narrow,  was  kept  separate,  and 
was  called  Picioai,  after  Sir  Thomas 
Picton.  of  Waterloo  fame.  They  re- 
mained thio  w«i^y  till  1837,  wh«|r>  they 
were  incorporated  under  the  name  of 
Picton.  ^         ^ 

The  moat  frequently  travelled  poet 
road,  between  1823,  waa  the  one  to 
Sion'"  Mllte.  now  Glcnora.

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  offer  of  assistance  in  my 
attempt  to  determine  whether  or  not  I  am,  in  fact,  descended  from 


James  Adams,  U.E,, 
as  follows. 


The  information  which  I  have  discovered  so  far  is 


Robert  Clifford,  of  Burleigh  Township,  was  ray  gg-grandfather. 
In  "The  History  of  the  County  of  Peterborough,  Ontario;  ...."  (U  of  T 
Rare  Books  section,  catalogue  number  D-10  3B38),  a  biographical  sketch 
of  Robert  Clifford  states  that  he  was  "...  born  in  the  Township  of  Hope, 
Durham  County,  in  182?.  His  mother  was  a  daughter  of  Capt,  James  Adams, 
The  family  are  of  English  descent,  his  parents  having  emigrated  ^from 
Woolwich.  His  father  was  for  many  years  employed  as  a  ship's  carpenter  in 
the  Government  dockyards.  His  grandfather,  Capt.  James  Adams,  owned  at  one 
time  a  large  portion  of  land  where  the  city  of  Kingston  ia  now  built,  which 
he  drew  for  his  military  services.  He  held  a  commission  in  the  British 
Army  and  fought  in  the  war  of  1812.  Mr»  Clifford's  father  resided  in 
Kingston  for  a  long  tijne  and  subsequently  moved  to  the  Township  of  Hope, 
where  he  remained  for  four  years  and  then  moved  to  the  Township  of  Smith, 
on  Concession  13,  on  the  bank  of  Chemong  Lake,  where  he  cleared  a  farm  and 
resided  for  28  years.  ...  (Robert  Clifford)  has  two  brothers  in  Peterborough 
and  is  the  fifth  of  a  family  of  nine  children.  He  is  a  Conseirvative  and  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church."" 

This  was  published  in  1884.  I  believe  it  has  many  accuracies. 
However,  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  prove  that  James  Adams  the  g-father 
is  the  same  person  as  James  Adams  the  loyalist.  Yet  there  is 
circumstantial  evidence  that  this  is  the  case. 


On  January  14,  1830,  one  Elizabeth  Clifford  petitioned  for  a 
grant  of  land  (see  Ontario  Archives,  microfilm  reel  C-1725,  C  Bundle  15, 
Petition  No,  43).  In  her  petition,  Elizabeth  CliffordHii  stated  that  she 
"  ,,.  is  the  daughter  of  the  late  James  Adams  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  "»■' 
Midland  District,  an  U.E.  Loyalist  —  "«  In  the  same  document,  "Mr  Walt€ 
Boswell  and  Thomas  Ward  clerk  of  the  peace  do  testify  that  Elizabeth  Clif 

—  wife  of  Thomas  Clifford —  and  daughter  of  the  late  James  Adams  esq 
(this)  Town  of  Kingston,  an  U.E.  Loyalist  —  is  recognized  by  the  magistn 


to  be  the  daughter  of  the  said  James  Adams  ^f^ho   retained  his  Loyalty 
during  the  late  War  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Clifford  did  his  duty  in 
defence  of  the  Province  during  the  late  War,"  As  part  of  the  same 
petition,  on  February  22,  1830,  "Elizabeth  Clifford,  wife  of  Thomas 
Clifford  of  the  township  of  Hope  in  the  said  district  yeoman,  maketh 
oath  and  saith  that  she  is  the  person  she  describes  herself  to  be  in 
the  foregoing  Petition,  that  she  has  attained  the  full  age  of  twenty 
one  years,  and  has  never  received  any  Land  or  order  for  Land  from  the 
Crown,"  This  declaration  was"Sworn  before  me  at  Port  Hope  this  22^  of 
February  1830  (signature)  J,  McGillivray  J. P." 

The  outside  of  the  petition  has  written  on  it  "In  Council  16 

March  1830 Recommended (signature)  —  (small  word)  —- ,  Order 

passed  20th  March  1830.",  and,  below  this  "The  name  of  James  Adams  of 

Kingston  does  not  appear  in  the  U.E.  Listing Queri  -  has  James 

Adams  constantly  resided  in  Kingston  or  elsewhere.  Answer  -  resided  in 
Edwardsburgh  W,"«  This  is  then  signed  by  J,  Baley,  Inspter  Gen*l, 

As  noted  by  W.D,  Reid,  in  his  famous  listing  of  U.E„  Loyalists, 
other  persons  -  Maria  Adams,  Elejjior  (Adams)  Sage,  Mary  Ann  (Adams) 
Bate son,  William  Adams,  ard  Henry  Adams  -  also  received  grants  of  land 
on  the  strength  of  their  claims°t,hat  they  were  sons  and  daughters  of 
James  Adams,  U.E,,  I  have  read  the  petitions  in  question,  and  find  no 
further  information  concerning  Elizabeth, 

In  "A  List  of  loyalists  in  the  Eastern  District  giving  names, 
townships  and  lot  numbers",  of  1796,  appears  the  name  "James  Adams"  in 
a  section  apparently  referring  to  Edwardsburgh  Twp,  In  the  "Executive 
Listing"  of  U.E.  Loyalists  appears  the  name  "James  Adams"  and  a  ditto 
mark  indicating  he  is  of  Edwardsburgh  Twp,  In  the  "Old  U.E,  List",  as 
published  in  "The  Centennial  of  ,  .  ,  Loyalists:  1784-1884",  appears 
the  name  "Adams,  James",  "E.  District",  "Soldier,  K.  Rangers,  S.G.,  200 
acres  Land  Board  Adolphustown,  1794"  o  I  conclude  that  at  least  tliere 
was  a  James  Adams  who  was  a  Loyalist,  and  that  at  one  time  he  resided  in 
Edwardsburgh  Twpo 


The  censuses  of  Edwardsburgh  Township,  of  Aug,  11,  1800,  and 
April  2,  1801,  contain  the  name  of  James  Adams,  and  the  information 
that  his  family  comprised  1  man,  1  woman,  2  boys,  and  2  girls.  The 
name  of  James  Adams  does  not  appear  in  the  E-burgh  censuses  of  1802, 
1803,  1809,  1817,  1819,  1820,  or  1821. 

In  "The  Parish  Register  of  Kingston  Upper  Canada  1785-1811", 
by  A.  H,  Young,  1921,  James  Adems  (also  Adams)  and  Elizabeth  Adems  (also 
Adams)  are  listed  as  the  parents  of  baptized  children  named  Ann  (1801), 
Mar^^Ann  (1804),  Hendry  (1807),  Eleanor  (1809),  Annajlaria  (1811)»  The 
funeral  of  one  James  Adems  is  noted  (1802), 

The  assessment  rolls  of  Hope  Township  show  that  Thomas  Clifford 
resided  on  part  of  Lot  1,  Con,  7*  in  1824  -  1821,  inclusive,  but  not  in 
1832-1847  inclusive.  In  1827,  his  family  is  not  listed:  in  1828  his 
family  has  increased  txssai    by  one  male  iinder  16,  above  the  number  listed 
in  1826,  Is  it  possible  that  this  child  is  my  Robert  Clifford? 


The  assessment  and  census  rolls  of  Smith  Township  show  that 
Thomas  Clifford  resided  there  in  1839,  1840,  and  1841,  on  Lot  25,  Con„  14, 
Lots  25  and  27,  Con.  13,  and  Lot  30,  Con,  12^  The  years  1830-1838  are 
missing  in  the  assessment  rolls,  as  are  the  years  1826-1838  in  the  census. 
It  is  interesting  that  James  Sage,  the  husband  of  Eleanor  Adams,  daughter 
of  James  Adams,  U.E.,  resided  in  Smith  Twp  in  1829,  and  1839-1840, 

The  family  of  Thomas  Clifford  is  not  listed  in  the  censuses  of 
1842,  1851,  1861,  or  1871o  However,  no  other  Cliffords  are  listed  in 
Smith  Twp  at  this  period*  Furthermore,  in  the  Peterborough  County 
Marriage  Register,  Vol.  I,  1843-1858,  is  listed  the  mariage  of  my 
gg-parents  Robert  Clifford  and  Margaret  Swinton:  both  are  called 
residents  of  Smith  Twp« 

I  have  been  through  the  Abstract  Index  to  land  transactions  for 
Smith  Twp,  and  find  the  names  of  Thomas  Clifford  and  Elizabeth  Clifford  as 
early  as  1833  and  1834.  Not  until  1849  does  Thomas  Clifford  deal  with 
John  Clifford,  Thos  Geo  Clifford,  Alex  McEwan  (who  married  Mary  Ann 
Clifford  in  1849),  and  William  Clifford.  I  believe  I  can  identify  some 
of  these  people  in  other  censuses,  and  marriage  records,  and  am  satisfied 
that  Thos  Geo  Clifford  is  a  different  person  from  Thomas  Clifford  Senr,  of 
the  same  land  transaction;  that  Mary  Ann  Clifford  and  Alex  McEwan  were 
young  enough  for  her  to  be  a  generation  younger  than  Thomas  Clifford; 
that  the  John  Clifford  of  Otonabee  Twp  is  in  that  ypunger  generation  also. 

What  I  greatly  lack  is  definite  proof  that  my  gg-grandfather,  • 
Robert  Clifford,  is  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Adams)  Clifford. 

I  plan  to  investigate  church  records  as  soon  as  possible; 
however,  although  Robert  Clifford  and  Margaret  Swinton  (his  wife,  my 
gg-grandmother)  were  Presbyterian,  and  were  married  by  "Geo  Good son, 
i?rBKto3rt:  V/esleyan  Minister,  Peterborough",  the  family  of  Thomas  Clifford  was 
shown  in  the  late  1830 's  as  having  1  Methodist  and  9  Baptists.  ^ It 
seems  to  me  that  the  reason  Robert  Clifford  was  noted  for  not  talking 
about  his  family  may  have  been  that  the  family  divided  over  religious 
differences,  and  not  that  he  left  home  at  an  early  age  (which  is  the 
family  legend). 

If  I  had  been  able  to  prove  anything,  I  could  have  organized 
my  arguments  much  more  concisely.  .  Begging  your  patience,  I  will 
appreciate  very  much  any  suggestions  you  can  make  concerning  the 
unravelling  of  the  many  mysteries  contained  herein.

Your  m  me  and  address  has  been  given  to  me  by  Mr  Ralph 
G.  Adams  of  this  city. 

I  understand  that  you  are  interested  in  United  Empire 
Loyalist  history  and  I  am  a  member  of  both  The  Ontario  Historical 
and  Vhe   Ontario  Genealogical  Societies. 

One  of  my  charitable  hobbies  during  the  past  few  years 
has  been  doing  research  and  proposing  the  erection  of  Provincial 
plaques • 

In  this  connection  I  am  investigating  the  claim  of  an  Adams 
family  who  believe  that  they  are  United  Empire  Loyalists. 

Richard  Saxton  Adams  (1734-1810)  moved  from  Vermont  to  Leeds 
County,  Upper  Canada  about  1798.  After  the  War  of  1812-1814  his  son, 
Joshua  Adams  (1782-1865),  moved  from  Leeds  County  to  Lanark  County, 
Upper  Canada. 

Would  you  please  advise  me  if  you  know  of  any  place  that  I 
could  get  documentary  proof  that  either  Richard  Saxton  Adams  or  Joshua 
Adams  were  United  Empire  Loyalists. 

It  is  possible  that  you  may  have  already  seen  one  or  both 
of  these  names  on  a  list  of  south-eastern  Ontario  Loyalists. 
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Robert    ^ti^,  bom  in  "iiv^affid  in  16^2,  first  ca-ae  to  Ipsvd.ch,  Mass.  B^  Golory 
in  1635,  Taringlng  h?.s  wife,   Slfeanor  (Mlraot?)  and  two  cMldren.  Pie  was  a 
taLlrtr  br^-  trade.  He  renided  ±n  Halera,  Ilass,,  in  l63B<-9>  then  reiiioved  to 
Newbury  in  I6li0,  whore  he  acquii^d  a  lai^ge  rarai,  Ife  died  12  Oct.,  1632, 
aged  Hi  yenrs.  l^.s  \?ill  wjss  dated  at  i»ewbiiiy  7  i-arch,  I68O-I,   and  prrbated 
27  TIov./  1682. 

His  wife,    jn.onnor,  died  12  June,  lf377,   and  ho  :narrie<i,   second,  6  Feb.,  I678, 
Sarah  (GLovtJr)  Short,  widow  of  lienry  Short.  She  died  at  riewbury  ^  Oct.,  l697« 
It  i«^  said  that  ^lobe^ii    'idariS  cane  fToiii  .TlavcnslTire,   Sn^lind,   and  that  his 
parents  were  Hob^art   i(da:s  and  Llizabeiii  Sharlon,   or  Sharlaml.  It  is  slLso 
thought  that  he  wa^   a  cousin  of  Pfenry  /sdsBos  of  Braintree  (afterwards  CXiincy, 
Mass.),   ancestor  of  John  and  John    ulnjy  Mas'is.
